The note of John Low ell, Esq. of Roxbury, published 
in the Boston Daily Advertiser, of the 24th ult., I saw 
soon after it was published. 
It would have received an 
earlier attention from me, if professional avocations 
since it was seen, had not rendered such attentions im­ 
practicable.
